SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

“Go” depicted and otherwise dealt with some of the matters set out in s.3(1) such as 
crime (drug dealing and drug abuse), sex and violence, in such a manner that the 
availability of the film to persons under 18 years was likely to be injurious to the public 
good. 

The aspects of the film which gave the Board the most concern were those of drug 
dealing and drug use. The Board thought that the treatment of them was to minimise 
their effect and consequences. 

With regard to violence, there were some scenes which caused some Board members 
concern. One, in particular, was a hit and run sequence and the treatment of what was 
thought to be a dead body. There were other violent scenes which involved the 
shooting of a security agent in the arm, and one relating to an extended car chase with 
violent consequences. In one of the final scenes of the film, the person who had shot 
the security agent in the arm agreed, at the urging of another security officer, that 
justice would be done if he was also shot in the arm and, with the appropriate sound 
effects, this outcome was implicit. 

With regard to sexual matters, there were a number of scenes including implied sexual 
intercourse with close up depictions of facial orgasmic expression and groaning; some 
rear nudity and incidental breast nudity, a scene involving a strip club and private lap 
dance room; and other sexual aspects to the film including one relating to a scene 
with a drug dealer. In addition, there were a number of graphically explicit verbal 
sexual references. 
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There was also the use of crude and coarse language throughout the film. 

The Board was of the view that the drug dealing and recreational drug use and abuse, 
in particular and, to a lesser extent, the impulsive sex and reckless violence were 
portrayed in a manner which would make them not only attractive and exciting to the 
impressionable teenager but also acceptable. While all matters were resolved at the 
end of the film and the characters came through virtually unscathed, there was no 
clear message which would indicate that they had been foolish or had done wrong. On 
the contrary, the film could leave the susceptible teenager with the distinct impression 
that it was chic and indeed safe to behave in the way depicted. The aspects of black 
humour which were more apparent in the second half of the film did not vitiate the adult 
content and presentation of the film as a whole. 

The Board gave particular weight to the extent and degree to which and the manner in 
which the film might come within the matters set out in s.3(3) as well as the dominant 
effect (s.3(4)) of the publication as a whole and the age groups of the persons to whom 
the film was intended or likely to be made available. 

Taking all of those matters into account, the Board was of the view that the film should 
be classified as objectionable unless its availability was restricted to persons 18 years 
of age and over with the descriptive note that it “contains drug use and sex scenes”. 
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
